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Proof of age was cited by
@ Davis as one difficulty that
can usually be overcome by
seeking advice from the social
security office before retire-
ment. Many people worry need-
lessly because no public record
of their birth was made; this
is true of many who are now
reaching retirement age, Davis
said, because less than 45 per
cent of births in the United
States between 1890 and 1920
were reported. But there are
many other documents that can
be used to establish proof of
age, and most people have at
least one.

° OTHERS NEVER think about
proofs until they file their
claims and then find that they
have to send proof for a rec-
ord. A person who does not
know his exact date of birth or
who has used different dates in
the past, is particularly likely
to encounter difficulty with
proof of age.

Social security requirements
regarding proof of age are not
intended to create hardship for
the claimant. Certificates of
birth or baptism are usually
the best types of evidence but
other records such as old insur-
ance policies, marriage licen-
ses, family Bibles, census and
